nesday mo rning, dynam ited the safe, 
and escaped with 20 pints o f bo nd­ 
ed whisky and $5 in cash.

escaped in a sto len car.

to o k place the ro bbers bro ke into 
the E sser Mo to r Co mpany’s garage, 
abo ut a blo ck no rth o f the drug 
sto re, and sto le a Fo rd to uring car.

two days befo re the bank clo sed, 
it W’as disclo sed by a repo rt to the 
state finance departm ent to day by 
an examiner. 
The bank which had 
appro ximately $267,300 to tal reso ur­ 
ces, was clo sed last Mo nday. 
The exam iner’s 
repo rt to S. L. 
Cantley, state finance co mmissio n­ 
er, 
said 
apparently 
the 
acco unts 
o f the bank had been ‘‘badly jug­ 
gled” and that indicatio ns were ihe 
irregularities wo uld to tal mo re than 
the apparent .$42,000. 
Cashier Murfin left Lancaster the 
night o f No vember 4, o stensibly o n 
a business 
trip 
to 
Quincy, 
111., 
where 
the 
co rrespo ndent 
bank 
c*f 
the F arm ers and M erchants Saving 
bank o f Lancaster w’as lo cated. The

the corn is attractively displayed. 
Robert S. Clough, county extension 
agent, who has been superintend­ 
ent of the show, with his corps of 
as.sistants has been busy the past 
two days arranging the entries, and 
the two large rooms are very at­ 
tractive w’lth their rows and rows 
of 
the 
pretty 
white 
and 
yellow 
ears. 
In connection with the corn show 
is the annual poultry show', being 
held 
in the 
Hildebrandt 
building 
on 
East 
Second 
street. 
J. 
B. 
Nightingale, 
who has so 
success­ 
fully managed other poultry shows 
is the director in charge. 
He is 
being ably assisted by members of 
the Pettis County Poultry Associa­ 
tion, of w'hich Julius Rautenstrauch 
is president, and S. J. Tlmorious, 
secretary. 
The show this year is larger and 
there are better 
birds than 
ever 
before. 
Particularly are those In 
charge proud of the pigeon depart­ 
ment, in which there are seventy 
entries. 
The formal opening of the show 
was at 10:30 o’clock this morning 
in the assembly room of the court 
house, when George R. Wilk erson, 
prominent Pettis 
County 
farmer, 
presided and gave an address. He 
said in part: 
'•For the past two years we have 
had a national showm open to the 
w'orld. 
This year it 
was decided 
to have a show' confined to Pet­ 
tis County and adjoining counties. 
One of the reasons for this

BOSTON, Mass.— President Cool­ 
idge and the Red Cross Thursday 
had betö re them an urgent appeal 
on behalf of flood strick en Vermont 
from John E. Week s, governor of 
the state. 
Plainly impressed by the magni­ 
tude of the catastrophe which over­ 
whelmed many parts of his com- 
nionwealth 
,the governor declared 
the situation was so critical that 
immediate aid was absolutely im­ 
perative. 
Cold weather gave added force to 
his appeal, as relief w'ork ers strug­ 
gled over snoAV covered roads to 
bring 
food 
and 
medicine 
to 
the 
isolated 
communities 
of 
the 
far 
north. 
Contributions will be received by 
the Red Cross or by the governor 
by w'hora they w'ill be turned over 
to the organization. 
From Washington came word that 
the national treasury of the society 
had appropriated $75,000 to be used 
in V’ermont and that voluntary do­ 
nations of another $27,000 had been 
received. 
The money Avill go to meet imme­ 
diate neetis including rebuilding and 
repairing of homes, furnishing of 
houses, 
rendering 
of 
medical 
aid 
and rehabilitation of small business. 
Estimates of actual loss to the 
flood 
swept area, including parts 
of New Hampshire, Western Mass­ 
achusetts and Connecticut as w'ell 
as Vermont are still necessarily so 
vague as to be w'orthless but that 
it will reach far into the millions 
is generally conceded. 
Governor 
Spaulding 
of 
New 
Hampshire put the damage to state 
highways and bridges as $2,700,000 
with no attempt to estimate loss to 
railroads and private property own­ 
ers.

The .situation in Connecticut was 
clearing although the main highway 
from Middletown to Hartford was 
still impassable.
